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PREFACE. 



No apology is necessary in presenting this work. It was 
compiled and written for the benefit of those members of the 
Stephens family who are interested in their ancestry; others 
who care nothing for their genealogy will probably not trouble 
themselves to read the book, and if they should examine it, will 
no doubt discover errors and omissions, as it has been im- 
possible for the compiler to visit personally every correspondent 
to verify and complete each record; and from so many sources 
of information some must necessarily be inaccurate. 

The method of arranging and numbering the names has been 
adopted as the simplest for reference, and at the same time will 
allow additional facts to be published in succeeding volumes, 
without interfering with the present enumeration. 

Nothing definite has been learned concerning the ancestry of 
Peter Stephens, and he has therefore been numbered (1) as 
being the head of the family; the succeeding numbers have been 
#iven as names were received. While several branches of the 
family of Peter Stephens are missing, yet the early county re- 
cords of Frederick County, Virginia, contain numerous accounts 
of transactions, etc., of members of the family. These records 
are now being searched carefully and the results will be con- 
tained in succeeding volumes. 

In regard to the nationality of Peter Stephens (1) there 
seems to be some doubt. According to Kercheval, he was prob- 
ably a German, though others claim that he was of English or 
Welsh descent. Authorities in York, Beading and Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, have been written to and the archives searched, 
but nothing was discovered relating to him. 

This work, although intended primarily as a record of the 
Stephens family, will also include any or all collateral branches 
whose genealogy can be obtained, especially when tracing back 
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their ancestry over one hundred years. This, while bringing in 
casually other families, they are properly included in a history 
of the Stephens family. 

This record is certainly not as complete as it would be in a year 
or two, neither will it be as complete then as in five or ten years. 

Probably no one would wish to wait ten years for it, yet a 
number of correspondents have advised delaying publica- 
tion until the entire history of the family could be obtained. 
Desirable as this would be, it is practically impossible, and the 
more so because these same correspondents are the very ones 
who wait from three to twelve months before replying to a letter 
asking for information. To wait for all would leave the final 
publication for our grandchildren. 

It has therefore been found advisable to publish the data al- 
ready obtained, and as new facts are learned and other branches- 
of the family heard from, new volumes will be issued. And 
furthermore, facts once published are not so liable to be forgotten 
as if the memory alone of hundreds of individuals was depended 
upon to retain their knowledge. 

While we cannot say positively that our ancestors were in any 
way celebrated, yet their names are not entirely unknown in his- 
tory, and we may certainly not be ashamed of them. 

Nearly all who were of age in 1776 were soldiers of the Revo- 
lution, and there were many hardy pioneers among them. Peter 
Stephens (1) was among the first to settle in the Shenandoah 
Valley, in Virginia, and founded the town of Stephensburg. 
His son Peter (4) penetrated further up the same valley to 
Wythe County, Virginia. His grandsons, Joseph (7), William 
(8) and Joseph Lawrence (16) were among the pioneers of Ken- 
tucky. John (19) in Tennessee and Ohio, and Joseph (7), men- 
tioned above, was one of the first settlers in Cooper County, 
Missouri. In regard to later generations, as may be seen in the 
text, there have been, and still are, among them a number of 
prominent capitalists, politicians, lawyers, physicians and mer- 
chants, and without regard to occupation they are, as far as can 
be learned, honest, law abiding citizens. 

It is but just to acknowledge our indebtedness for valuable 
information to Samuel Kercheval, in his " History of the Valley 
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of Virginia"; to Henry C. Levens (345) and Nathaniel M. Drake 
in their " History of Cooper County, Missouri"; to Lawrence D. 
Stephens (252) of Woodland, California; to Thomas K. Cartinell, 
Clerk of County Court, Winchester, Frederick County, Virginia; 
and to B. A. Cecil Stephens of Los Angeles, California, Ex-Sec- 
retary of the Historical Society of Southern California. It may be 
stated here that Mr. B. A. Stephens is also compiling a record 
of his branch of the family, and though tracing his ancestry to 
early in the eighteenth century, when they settled in Berks 
County, Pennsylvania, we have as yet found no relationship. 

We take this opportunity to thank all our correspondents for 
the interest they have shown and the general care they have 
taken in supplying local history. 



Volume II of the American Genealogical Record will be pub- 
lished the coming Fall, and will contain, in addition to the con- 
tinuation of the records and genealogies of the families in this 
book, the records and genealogies of the following named fami- 
lies, all tracing back to ante-revolutionary times: 1, Joshua 
Stephens, Sr.; 2, Ezekiel Groome; 3, Samuel W. Cecil; 4, Mat- 
thew Parr; 5, Peter Overshiner; 6, Richard Stephens; and their 
collateral branches. 

The second volume will be jointly edited by Dr. E. S. Clark 
and B. A. Cecil-Stephens. Prospectus and Circulars will be 
sent out in a few weeks.

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Was born (probably in Pennsylvania) about the year 1690 or 
1700. Nothing has been found in regard to the history of 
Peter Stephens except in "A History of the Valley of Virginia" 
by Samuel Kercheval (Winchester, 1833), from which the follow- 
ing extracts have been taken: 

Page 64: — In the year 1732, Joist Hite, with his family, and his sons-in- 
law, viz: George Bowman, Jacob Chrisman, and PaulFroman, with their fami- 
lies, Robert McKay, Robert Green, William Duff, Peter Stephens and several 
others, amounting in the whole to sixteen families, removed from Pennsyl- 
vania, cutting their road from York, and crossing the Cohongoruton,* about 
two miles above Harper's Ferry. Hite settled on Opequon, about five miles 
south of Winchester, on the great highway from Winchester to Staunton, now 
the residence of the highly respectable widow of the late Richard Peters Bar- 
ton, Esq., and also the residence of Richard W. Barton, Esq. 

Peter Stephens and several others settled at Stephensburg, and founded 
the town: Jacob Chrisman, at what is now called Chrisman's Spring, about 
two miles south of Stephensburg; Bowman on Cedar Creek, about six miles 
further south, and Froman on the same creek, eight or nine miles west of 
Bowman; Robert McKay settled on Crooked run, eight or nine miles south- 
east of Stephensburg. The several other families settled in the same neigh- 
borhood, wherever they could find wood and water most convenient. From 
the most authentio information which the author has been able to obtain, 
Hite and his party were the first immigrants who settled west of the Blue 
Ridge. They were, however, very soon followed by numerous others. 

Page 71:— Lewis Stephens,t in the year 1756, built a stone house, the 
ruins of which are now to be seen at the old iron works of the late General 
Isaac Zane. It will hereafter be seen that these several stone buildings 
became of great importance to the people of the several neighborhoods as 
places of protection and security against the attacks of the Indians.

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Page 133:— At the massacre of the people near White's Fort, one of Mrs 
Thomas's daughters, when the people were preparing to go to the fort, was 
requested by Mrs. Clouser, to take a bottle of milk in her hand and carry il 
to the fort, when the Indians assailed them, this young woman concealed 
herself behind a tree and finally escaped. As soon as she could run ofl 
without being discovered, she started and ran eight or nine miles with th€ 
bottle of milk in her hand. She was met by two of the Fawcetts, near their 
residence; informed them of what had happened, and they forthwith removed 
their families to Stephen's fort. * 

Page 240:— In the month of September, 1758, the town of Stephensburg, iu 
the County of Frederick, was established. This town was first founded by 
Peter Stephens, who came to Virginia with Joist Hite, in the year 1732. The 
ruins of Stephens's first cabin are yet to be seen. Lewis Stephens, the late 
proprietor of the town, was the son of Peter Stephens. He laid out the town 
in form, and applied to the general assembly to have it established by law, 
which was done in the year 1758. This town was first settled almost exclu- 
sively by Germans, and the religion, habits and customs of their ancestors 
were preserved with great tenacity for many years. The German language 
was generally used in this village since the author's acquaintance with it, which 
acquaintance commenced in the year 1784. 

Page 239: -Tradition relates that Fairfax was much more partial to 
Stephensburg than he was to Winchester, and used all his influence to make 
Stephensburg the seat of justice, but that Wood out-generaled his lordship, 
and by treating one of the justices with a bowl of toddy, secured his vote in 
favor of Winchester, which settled the question, and that Fairfax was so 
offended at the magistrate who thus sold his vote, that he never after spoke 
to him. 

The following is the Will of Peter Stephens, now on record at 
Winchester, Va.: 

PETER STEPHENS' WILL. 

In the name of God, Amen: The twenty-eighth day of April, in the year 
of our Lord God one thousand seven hundred and fifty-seven, 1, Peter 
Stephens, Senr., of Frederick County, in Virginia, yeoman, being sick and 
weak in body, but of perfect sound mind and memory, thanks be given to 
God, therefore calling unto mind the mortality of my body, and knowing it 
appointed for all men once to die, do make and ordain this, my Last Will 
and Testament, that is to say: Principally and first of all I give and recom- 
mend my soul into the hands of God that gave it, and for my body I com- 
mend it to the earth to be buried in a Christian and decent manner, at the 
discretion of my Executors, nothing doubting but at the general Resurrec- 
tion I shall receive the same again by the mighty power of God, and as 
Touching such Worldly Estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me 

* Stephen's fort was at the spot where Zane's iron works were afterwards erected on 
Cedar Creek. Mr. Elisha Fawcett, a near neighbor of the author's, a highly respectable 
and intelligent man, stated to the author that he had frequently heard his father and 
uncle speak of this occurrenee. 
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with in this life, I give and devise, dispose of the same in the following 
manner and form: Imprimis, my will is that if it pleaseth Almighty God to 
call me from this estate of life before my well beloved wife, Maria Christina 
Stephens, that she shall be trnly and effectually invested with all and singu- 
lar my Right Property and Interest of, in and to my Mansion House, with 
the use and occupation of all and singular my lands, being the quantity of 
twenty -five acres, together with all and singular my movable or personal 
estate during her natural life, to be by her possessed without interruption 
or molestation of any person or persons whatsoever; and further, my will 
is that at and after the decease of my said wife, Maria Christina, the said 
Mansion House and twenty-five acres of land shall devolve to my eldest son, 
Lewis Stephens, his heirs or assigns forever, as fully and amply, to all in- 
tents and purposes, as I myself in my lifetime held and enjoyed the same. 
Provided, and it is my will, that in consideration of the said devise my 
eldest son shall pay unto my eldest daughter, Maria Christina, the sum of 
ten pounds current money; ten pounds to my second daughter, Maria Mag- 
dalena, together with the sum of ten pounds like money to my youngest 
daughter, Margaret, to be by them or their heirs received and enjoyed. 
Item, for that I have heretofore given to my second son, Lawrence Stephens, 
by virtue of a certain deed of lease and re-lease the quantity of two hundred 
and twenty-five acres of land to be by him, his heirs and assigns, possessed 
forever, &c. Item, also I have heretofore given unto my third son, Peter 
Stephens, by virtue of a deed of lease and release the quantity of two hun- 
dred acres of land to be by him, his heirs and assigns, possessed forever, &o. 
Item, I give and bequeath to my youngest son, Henry Stephens, a certain 
tract or parcel of land containing the quantity of three hundred acres, be 
the same more or less, whereon he now lives, to be possessed by him, his 
heirs or assigns, forever. Item, my will is that a certain tract of land, con- 
taining four hundred acres, be the same more or less, adjoining my former 
tract of land, which by virtue of a Patent had out of the office of Thomas 
Lord Fairfax will more at large appear, I give and bequeath to my eldest son, 
his heirs and assigns, forever, for the consideration of the sum of forty 
pounds current money, ten pounds of which I give to my eldest son, Lewis 
Stephens; ten pounds to my second son, Lawrence; ten pounds to my third 
son, Peter, and ten pounds to my youngest son, Henry, to be by them or 
their heirs received and enjoyed, &c. Item, my will is that my well beloved 
wife, Maria Christina Stephens, be an Executrix with my beloved sou Lewis 
Stephens and my beloved son Lawrence Stephens Executrix and Executors 
of this, my Last Will and Testament. Revoking, annulling and making 
void all other Wills and Testaments by me heretofore made. Ratifying and 
confirming this and no other, my Last Will and Testament. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and seal the date and 
year above written. 

Sigued, sealed, published, pronounced and declared by the said Peter 
Stephens as bis last Will and Testament. 

In the presence of us. 
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Memorandum, before signing and declaring the within above comprised 
Will, it is willed by the Testator that after the decease of the said Maria 
Christina Stephens, that if any movable estate remain, it shall be equally 
divided between all the children surviving or their heirs, &c.

This last Will and Testament of Peter Stephens, deceased, was presented 
into Court by Lewis Stepheus and Lawrence Stephens, two of the Executors 
therein named. Maria Christina Stephens, the other Executrix, having re- 
fused to take on her the burden of the execution of the said Will, which is 
admitted to record. The said Will being proved by the oaths of Joseph Car- 
roll and Martin Grider, witnesses thereto, is admitted to record.

The following Will of Lawrence Stephens is copied from 
the archives at Winchester, Va. 

LAWRENCE STEPHENS' WILL. 
In the name of God, amen: I, Lawrence Stephens, of Frederick, County 
and Colony of Virginia, being well in body and of perfect mind and memory, 
Thanks be to God for the same. But calling to mind the uncertainty of this 
life, and that all men must die, do this tenth day of July, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand seven hundred and seventy-three, make and publish 
this, my last will and testament in the manner following, that is to say— 
Inprimis. I commend my soul to Almighty God, and my body I commit 
to the earth, to be decently buried, by and at the discretion of my Executrix 
and executors hereinafter named, and as for my worldly estate, I dispose 
thereof as followeth: That is to say, I do first appoint all my debts and fune- 
ral expenses to be paid out of my real and personal estate (that is to say), I 
desire and order that two tracts of land lying on the westerly side of Shen- 
andoah river, on the drains of Crooked Run, in the County aforesaid, to be 
sold by my exeoutrix and executors (to wit): One of said tracts containing 
463 acres, appears by his lordship's deed, dated the 3rd day of January, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand seven hundred and fifty-five; the other tract, 
containing 550 acres as appears by deed as aforesaid, dated the 27th day of 
July, 1772; also, two lots in the town of Stephensburg, formerly belonging to 
Frederick Shively; which tracts and lots I desire them to be Bold by my 
executrix and executors within six months after my decease. In case the 
above tract doth discharge all my lawful debts, I will, and order that none 
of my personal estate shall be sold, and if the said tracts and lots (when sold) 
do sell for more than what will discharge my debts, I desire that it may be 
divided amongst the under named legatees. Item, I give to my wife all my 
movable estate and household furniture, together with the plantation which 
joins the town of Stephensburg, containing 225 acres, for, and during the 
time and term of nine whole years from my decease; it being for and in

consideration of maintaining, clothing, schooling and raising up the legatees 
of her own body, and at the expiration of the above time or term, the 
said plantation, with half of the household furniture and movable estate 
to be given unto my son, George William, with the hereditaments and 
appurtenances. Also two hundred pounds, which is in the hauds of Lawyer 
Jones, in order to assist him to discharge a mortgage which my Lord Fairfax 
has upon said tract of laud. The third part of said place exempted for the 
use of my wife during her natural life, also one of the Negroes, either male 
or female kind, which she sees cause to choose, which Negro I leave her to 
dispose of as she pleases, and what Negroes I now have with their increase, 
I will and desire they may be sold bv my Executrix and Executors, at the ex- 
piration of the above term of nine 3'ears, the amount of which sales are to be 
equally divided amongst my sons Peter, John, Jacob, Isaac, Joseph Lawrence 
and Bryan Martin, also a tract of land lying and being in the county afore- 
said near the Sugar Hill, with all its tenements aud appurtenances, unto the 
above named Legatees. Item, I give and devise to my said wife the house 
which I now live in with all the lots, outhouses and buildings thereon, 
erected and built, also Carver's lot.during her natural life, and at the expira- 
tion of her natural life, I desire the same may be sold and the amount of the 
same to be divided between my sons Jacob, Isaac, Joseph Lawrence and 
Bryan Martin. Item, I will and desire that my son George William shall pay 
unto each of the following Legatees, the different sums hereinafter men- 
tioned. (That is to say), to pay to my son Peter, ten pounds current 
money; my son John, ten pounds; my daughter Mary, ten pounds; my 
daughter Sarah, ten pounds; also my son Jacob, forty pounds; Isaac, forty 
ditto; Joseph Lawrence, forty pounds; and Bryan Martin, forty pounds, to 
be paid as above, by my son George William at the end and term of nine 
years, after my decease, and if any of said sous aud daughters shall happen 
to die before they come to the age of 21 years, I desire the same herein willed 
to them may be equally divided amongst the several Legatees herein men- 
tioned. And lastly, I do hereby make and constitute, nominate and appoint 
her, my said wife, Mary Stephens, together with Col. John Hite, David 
Brown and Joseph Smith, of Maryland, Joint Executrix and Executors of this, 
my last Will and Testament, desiring them to take upon themselves the ex- 
ecution of the same, and to see the same duly and truly performed, and also 
all reasonable expenses, costs and charges, as they, my said Trus.ees, shall 
be at or expend in the execution of this, my Will, and the trust in them re- 
posed shall be from time to time paid, borne and discharged out of my said 
estate.

They settled and opened a farm 
in Preble County, Ohio, on the 14 West Road," a few miles from 
Eaton, afterwards moving to that place, where he was instru- 
mental in building the Methodist church. On 1 March, 1836, 
he started to Texas, but was deterred by the invasion of that 
province by Santa Ana, so he settled in Natchitoches Parish, La. 
(in what is now Sabine Parish) He afterwards held some Parish 
offices, etc., and in 1845, represented Sabine Parish in the Con- 
stitutional Convention of the State. 

Soon after his arrival in Sabine Parish he obtained congenial 
employment as a carpenter and builder (bis trade), and superin- 
tended the building of Fort Jessup, the headquarters of the 
Am3rican army under General Zachary Taylor, afterwards Pres- 
ident. At Fort Jessup he gained the friendship of that sturdy, 
old soldier, for after Taylor's election to the Presidency, he still 
held his former acquaintance (Uncle Billy) in kindly remem- 
brance, and of his own accord, offered him a position under his 
administration. Not wishing to leave his home, however, he 
refused any position. 

He died in Sabiue Parish, La., 16 April, 1859.

After finishing his education he taught a district school and 
read medicine. As a teacher he was a success and gained con- 
siderable notoriety among the pupils for obeying the scriptural 
injunction of "spare the rod and spoil the child," but he did not 
spare it. On the discovery of gold in California, he, with a great 
many of his neighbors started 1 1 the plains across " to seek his 
fortunein themines. After mining successfully at Hangtown (now 
Placerville), for a short time, he moved to the Sacramento River, 
and took up a ranch. He soon sold out and bought his present 
ranch near Madison, consisting of six thousand five hundred 
acres, where his home was until he moved to Woodland. In 
November, 1853, he returned to Missouri by way of Panama, 
and on 5 January, 1854, was married to Miss Mary F. Alexander 
(born in Kentucky, 4 June, 182G). In the spring of 1854, they 
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moved to California, crossing the plains in wagons and driving a 
large herd of cattle. In 1802, lie went to Virginia City, Nevada, 
to try raining, but soon tired of that business and returned to 
Woodland. In 1869, with other capitalists, he organized the 
Bank of Woodland, and was elected President, Avhich office he 
has been elected to annually ever since. In 1890, he bought 
the pleasure and health resort in Lake County, California, 
known as Highland Springs, at a cost of about one hundred 
thousand dollars. He and his brother George D. Stephens (69), 
have been partners in all their business transactions since their 
arrival in this State. He was once, in the fifties, elected super- 
visor of Yolo County, but with that exception has never held an 
office, but has often refused to run for office pressed to do so by 
his friends.

Gardner, and going to Pinson. the Trustees, seeing how youth- 
ful he was, tried to have him resign in favor of some older per- 
son, but the contract was made and he would not give way. For 
one week the opening was deferred, so that matters might be 
settled. He and his sister Elsie taught as associates for two 
years. She married and he remained one year longer, after 
which he was re-elected, receiving on first ballot over five com- 
petitors, fifteen votes, being the total cast at a meeting of Stock- 
holders and Trustees of the school. He had made no application 
and when the position was tendered him for three years, he 
declined it and went west, remaining in Kansas City for about 
a half year. From there he went to Dallas, Texas, where, for 
one and a half years he was engaged in publishing the Texas 
Laud and lmmigrational Journal. This enterprise proved a 
great financial success for the w r hole of its existence, which w T as 
until the interests of different sections of the State began to 
show sectional prejudice The Official Organ of the State Immi- 
gration Association, of Texas, fell with the Association, and 
Malono found himself deep in debt, about three thousand dollars. 
Shortly afterward he went to Old Mexico, and afterward returned 
to Texas; made a second visit to the City of Mexico, and in 
October, 1888, went to San Francisco, California, landing there 
October 17, on the Steamer Santa Kosa, with fifty-five cents. 
He, that day at 10 o'clodk, began to solicit for book sellers as a 
"book agent." He continued for several months at this business. 
He then began work as Life insurance Solicitor, in which busi- 
ness he is still engaged. He now has at Martinez, an office 
which is a credit both to himself and the New York Life Insu- 
rance Company which he represents.

In 1870, he invented an " Automatic Electri- 
cal Steam Gauge," which he patented and the Government 
ordered one on every steam vessel in the United States. A com- 
pany was organized for their manufacture, and considerable 
money was made, but as usual in these cases, the company kept 
the money and the inventor got nothing. He shortly afterwards 
invented and patented an electrical clock (about 1872), and in 
1885 (24 November), patented a M Micrometer Gauge." an instru- 
ment that can be found on every watchmaker's table. He is now 
located at 120 Sutter street, San Francisco, California, where he 
continues his business of watchmaker and jeweler.

When quite young the family emigrated to Henry County, 
Indiana, where he passed his childhood and two years of his 
youth. 
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At the age of sixteen he entered the Fair Haven High School, 
Ohio, where he remained for two scholastic terms studying the 
classics and higher mathematics, continuing his course of studies 
the next year under the Rev. William Park at Beech Grove 
Academy. In November, 1849, he made a trip to Ruddell's 
Mills, Bourbon County, Kentucky, on busiuess, expecting to 
return again to his school, but was taken sick with typhoid 
fever and in the following spring found himself a physical 
wreck and without means to pay his debts and return to his 
class. 

He then obtained a teacher's certificate and soon secured a 
six months school, after the close of which attended Nourse's 
Academy in Millersburg, Kentucky, afterwards staying in Dr. 
W. P. Savage's drug store for a few months, where he began the 
study of medicine. He then taught school another six months, 
and afterwards attended Georgetown College, devoting his time 
principally to Latin and Greek. After this time continued 
to teach school and study medicine until October, 1854, when 
he went to Cleveland, Ohio, and matriculated at the West- 
ern Reserve Medical College. A few weeks afterwards there 
was a call made by Dr. Cleveland, the city physician, for an as- 
sistant physician and druggist to reside at the City Hospital. 
Young Stephens was the successful candidate, securing both 
positions with the privilege of attending a sufficient number of 
lectures to enable him to retain his standing in the class. Here 
he remained until the first of March, 18>6, when the Medical 
Faculty conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

Resigning his position as assistant City physician and 
apothecary, he returned to Kentucky, spending most of his time 
at Frankfort and Ruddell's Mills. He married 28 August, 1856, 
Margaret Jane Thomas, of Bourbon County, Kentucky, and 
moved to Clay County, Missouri, in March, 1857, where he 
immediately entered into a lucrative practice, remaining until 
his business wa9 seriously affected by the late rebellion, when he 
removed to his present home in Sidney, Iowa (13 August, 1864). 
He obtained at once a large practice, and the following year 
opened up a drug store which he conducted for fifteen years in 
conjunction with his practice. 

Since he commenced the practice of medicine he has attended 
lectures at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, 
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the Bellevue Hospital Medical College, and received the ad 
mndem degree from the Medical Department of the Western 
Reserve University. 

He has written a great deal on the subject of medicine and 
the collateral sciences, and is now a paid contributor to some of 
the leading medical journals.

R. B. Butler was the oldest of ten 
children and at the age of sixteen, he entered the confederate 
cavalry, under the command of General Wheeler. He fought all 
through the war and carries some mementos of conflicts, in the 
form of wounds caused by the enemy's shot. After the war, young 
Butler remained at home for three years, after which time he went 
to Texas, bought a herd of cattle, and in company with H. B. 
Johnson, a present brother-in-law, drove them to California for 
sale. This was his first visit to the Pacific Coast. After a short 
tour of inspection, he returned to his old home in Alabama, and 
in the year 1871, moved to California, bringing with him the 
entire family. They settled in Yolo County, where Mr. Butler 
spent some time in the then lucrative business of farming. In 
1875, he was employed as business manager for W. Levy, who 
conducted the largest general merchandise business in Yolo 
County. He was married in Yolo County, 18 November, 1879, 
to Mary Francis Stephens (390), and they immediately moved to 
Fresno County, where Mr. Butler had previously bought land 
and founded his home. Since that time he has been extensively 
engaged in stock raising and the raisin business. He has been 
connected with the irrigation system of Fresno County since its 
infancy, and has done much to further its development. He 
is President of the Fowler Switch Canal Company, which is the 
largest irrigation system in Fresno County. The people of 
Fresno County, complimented Mr. Butler by electing him to a 
seat on the County Board of Supervisors in 1890, which position 
he has filled with credit to himself and his constituents. In 
stature, Mr. Butler is of slender form, dark eyes and hair; weight 
about 150 pounds. He is in the prime of life; his health is good 
and promises to continue to a good old age, as did his father and 
grandfathers before him.

made prisoners; in the battle of Princeton, New Jersey, 3 Janu- 
ary, 1777; in the first battle at Saratoga, New York (no doubt 
intended for the first engagement at Stillwater, 15 September, 
1777), where he was severely wounded and sent to the hospital. 
Being in the hospital several months, he sufficiently recovered so 
as to join his regiment. He was in the battle of Monmouth, 
New Jersey, 12 June, 1778, when he was so overcome by the 
prevailing excessive heat that his health was impaired to such 
a degree as to prevent labor without great pain. Upon the re- 
organization of the army, in 1781, he became a supernumerary, 
and returned home. Soon after return from the army, 1781, 
he married Nancy Wiggin (844), of Stratham, N. H. In 1782 he 
joined the privateer Bucannier as Commander of Marines, and 
made a cruise to the English Channel, which was very success- 
ful. About 1794 he moved from Stratham to Epping. In 
1789—90 he settled in New Hampton and built the Homestead

In 1863, Mr. Bunker, then thirteen years of age, went to San 
Francisco, and soon entered the service of the Bulletin, setting 
type, and at the same time writing letters for Eastern journals. 
For ten years he remained with the Bulletin, being at various 
times reporter, news editor, dramatic critic, and literary editor, but 
for most of the time he was city editor, a position he filled with 
signal ability. His willingness to undertake any duty assigned 
him, and his untiring zeal, rendered him a valuable member of 
the local staff, and once in pursuit of an item, he could be de- 
pended on to obtain it. Some of his best work was done in the 
Modoc War, when he surmounted many difficulties in getting his 
notes with news of the capture of Captain Jack to the Associated 
Press and the papers of which he was a regular correspondent, 
before the War Department courier got through. 

A man of remarkable activity and of varied talents, he did not 
long remain in a subordinate position ; and, in 1875, purchased 
the Daily Report property, and took charge of the editorial 
department, over which he has since presided with tact, energy, 
and ability. 

Mr. Bunker is prominent in the Bohemian, Press, and Olympic 
Clubs, is active in all movements for the public good, is a con- 
tributor to the magazine literature of California, and is an inter- 
esting public speaker. 

In 1890 Mr. Bunker was chairman of the Citizens' Relief 
Committee for Unemployed and directed the collection and dis- 
bursement of a fund of $30,000, which was used in building parks 
and roads in Golden Gate Park. In 1894 he was chairman of a 
similar committee which raised and disbursed $92,000 for the same 
purpose. In 1897 Mr. Bunker was chairman of a similar com- 
mittee, which raised nearly $35,000 and built the famous Balboa 
Boulevard, and Mr. Bunker was also chairman of the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, appointed by delegates from the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Board of Trade, and the Manufacturers' and Pro- 
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ducers' Association, and through his efforts, a special representa- 
tive was sent to the Orient. In addition to other public positions, 
he holds that of President of the State Development Committee. (

still living are now residing. On the first day of March, 1850, 
he, with his entire family, consisting of his wife and eight chil- 
dren, left the town of Washington, Davis Co., Ind.,with ox-teams 
for California. They crossed the State of Illinois, and camped 
at the town of Kansas in the latter part of March, where his 
daughter Urania and her husband, D. W. Cheesman (951), joined 
the party 7 April, 1850. On 15 May the party left Kansas for 
California, being in the midst of the great emigration of that 
year. On 14 June, Charles was seized with cholera, died, and 
was buried at Fort Kearney the same day. On 16 August they 
arrived at Salt Lake City, having lost twenty-one days out of the 
first fifty traveling days, by cholera in the train. They did not 
dare attempt to cross the Sierras on the northern route, by way of 
the Humboldt Desert, but re-outfitted at Salt Lake for the south- 
ern or Fremont route, and left that place 8 October, 1850; suf- 
fered innumerable hardships and privations en route by the lack 
of water and feed for the teams, which nearly all perished there- 
by. Arrived in San Francisco 7 February, 1851. Died in Los 
Angeles, Cal., 9 July, 1857.
